MILAN, Italy, April 26 (AP)— 
A Communist-led demonstration 
of many thousand partisan veter- 
ans in Cathedral Square was 
broken up yesterday by police 
swinging clubs and rifles and fir- 
ing machine guns into the air. One 
national policeman was shot to 
death. 

The riot was the biggest in Italy 
since the Communist-dominated 
Popular Front lost the parliamen- 
tary elections April 18 and 19 to 
the Christian Democrats. 
Successive charges of police, 
some in jeeps and armored cars, 
went on for an hour, until a heavy 
thundersterm fell and helped dis- 
pel the crowd. 

The bullet that killed the po- 
liceman was reported not to have 
come from a police gun. One 
passerby was hurt. Machine gun 
fire hit a streetcar but no pas- 
sengers were wounded. 

Leftist Offices Plundered. 
Elsewhere in Italy, two left- 
wing offices were plundered near 
Naples—a Communist headquar- 
ters in Crispano and a pro-Com 
munist Socialist headquarters in 
Vielarica. In Adria, southwest of 
Venice, a hand grenade exploded 
harmlessly beside a national po- 
lice post. 

The partisans—fighters in the 
wartime underground—were cele- 
brating the anniversary of Italy’s 
liberation from the Nazis three 
years ago. They were granted 
permission to meet in the court- 
yard of Sforzesco © ‘2, but not 
in Cathedral Square. At the 
castle they were told by Italy's

The crowd then left the court- 
yard and started marching the 
half mile to Cathedral Square.

Later, several hundred Commu- 
nists assembled in the Piazza 
Loreto, where Mussolini’s corpse 
once was exhibited.

De Gasperi smiled broadly at

MANILA, April 26 (AP) — The 


Philippines Republic buried its 
first chief executive yesterday. 

The state funeral of Manuel 
Roxas at noon climaxed a week 
of national mourning. So great 
was the crush akng the funeral 
route, that scores of persons faint- 
ed or were trampled upon. The 
army estimated the crowd at more 
than 1,200,000. 

Dr. Froilan Eubanas, adminis- 
trator. of San Lazaro Hospital, 
died of a heart attack while rid- 
ing in the cortege. He was 54 
years old. Roxas himself died of 
a heart ailment April 15 during 
a visit to Clark Field, United 
States airbase 50 miles northwest 
of Manila. He was 56.

Roxas was laid to rest in a 
mausoleum near that of Manuel 
Qnezon, his longtime end and 
first President of the’ Philippine 
Commonwealth.

A Barn Door to Lock 


By unanimous vote, the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee favors a bill by Representative Gossett of 
Texas for a constitutional amendment to.change 
the present electoral method of choosing a Presi- 
dent. Mr. Gossett would pro-rate the electoral 
vote in each state to reflect the popular vote. 
Thus, if a state with 10 electoral votes gave 
60,000 votes to Candidate A, and 40,000 to Can- 
didate B, the former would receive six electoral 
votes, the latter four. , 

As matters stand, it is winner-take-all. Thus 
Dewey in 1944 got nearly 3,000,000 votes in New 
York, but they did him no good because Roose- 
velt got more votes in that state. On the other 
hand, Roosevelt's winning total of 29,623 votes in 
Nevada won him the electoral vote of that state 
and did him more good than Dewey’s huge sup- 


_ port in New York. 


It has-been calculated, under the present elec- 
toral system, that a candidate may receive only 
22 per cent of the popular vote, yet may win the 
presidency with a majority of the electoral col- 
lege. Of course, while that is a mathematical 
possibility, it would be such a freak as never to 
happen. Yet there have been at least two oc- 
casions when candidates got the majority of the 
popular vote, but lost the election in the elec- 
toral college. We refer to Tilden in 1876 and 
Cleveland in 1888. 

Why should the American people take such a 
chance on self-frustration? Feeling-ran high in 


1876 and 1888 when this phenomenon happened; 


it would no doubt run far higher today. The 
electoral college subject is of renewed interest 
because of the movement in the South to prevent 
electors from voting for Truman, and because 
the Wallace third party might result in throwing 
the election into the House of Representatives. 
That happens when no candidate receives a clear 
majority in the electoral college. 

In that case, the method of selection is even 
more unfair than the electoral college system. 
“When the House elects,” says Editorial Re- 
search Reports, “every state, small or large, has 
exactly one vote. Nevada, which cast 54,000 
votes in 1944, would be as potent in determining 
the Chief Executive as Néw York, which cast 
6,317,000. The choice could be made by the 25 
smallest states which together have only 20 per 
cent of the population. Moreover, if a state’s 
delegation were evenly divided, that state could 
cast no vote.” 

There are all sorts of pitfalls in the present 
method of electing a President. For example, 
electors are not required by the United States 
Constitution to vote for any particular candidate. 
Only three states have laws specifying that they 
do so. Again, the Constitution merely says that 
electors are to be appointed “in such manner as 
the legislature may direct.” According to Con- 
gressional Quarterly, “legislatures in the past 
have decided to choose the electors themselves 
without bothering to hold an election.” It adds 
that’ “a legislature could, with equal validity, 
provide for electors to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, chosen at random from telephone pro- 
grams, or selected on a radio quiz program.” 

Of course, the restraining force of public opin- 
ion would prevent some of the weirder possi- 
bilities left open by the electoral college system, 
but those possibilities nevertheless exist. The 
American people, therefore, had better lock this 
barn door lest sometime it become too late. It 
can do so by amending the Constitution as Mr. 
Gossett suggests, or by abolishing the electoral 
system entirely, and permitting the President to 
be chosen by a simple majority of all the voters.

Senator Downey’s attack on the Reclamation 
Bureau is esséntially an issue of monopoly farm- 
ing versus the family-size farm. There is some- 
thing to bé said for his side, but 46 years’ ex- 
perience with irrigation in the West indicates 
that there is a great deal more to be said for 
the Bureau’s side. 

Ever since the Bureau was organized, in 1902, 
it has irrigated farms under an acreage limit set 
by Congress: 160 acres in a single ownership, 
or 320 acres owned by a married couple in Cali- 
fornia and other community property, states. 

The acreage limit carried into practice one of 
the earliest and wisest opinions ever formed 
about the vast sub-humid regions of the United 
States: Maj. John Wesley Powell, whose study 
is now ‘a time-proved classic, said that it was 
not monopoly of land, but of water, that was to 
be feared. If enormous farming, corporations 
could compel the Reclamation Bureau to supply 
them with as much irrigation water as they 
asked for, they’ could monopolize the supply. 
The 160-acre limit prevents it. 

It may be true that the acreage limit some- 
times stands in the way of setting up worthwhile 
reclamation projects. It may seem unfair to 
require a large landowner, who has built up an 
economically sound unit, to break it up in or- 


‘der to become eligible for Reclamation Bureau 


water. The ruling consideration, however, must 
be to prevent monopoly of irrigation water and 
leave opportunity open to the little fellow. 
Senator Downey cannot alter that considera- 
tion either by attacking it frontally, as he has 
done in the past, or by trying to discredit the 
Reclamation Bureau, as he is doing now. 
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Rosenwald’s Ignored Precedent 

When Julius Rosenwald, the great Chicago 
philanthropist, died in 1932, he directed that 
$10,000,000 from his estate be spent within 25 
years. It was to be used solely for “the well- 
being of mankind.” Though the securities he 
left more than doubled in value, trustees of the 
Julius Rosenwald Fund will have spent the whole 
sum by June 30 next. 

It was Mr. Rosenwald’s belief that perpetual 
endowments are objectionable. He felt, accord- 
ing to Edwin R. Embree, president of the fund, 
“that each generation should care for its own 
progress and that funds should be used while 
ideas and enthusiasms are fresh.” By contrast, 
there are many philanthropic funds assigned to 
Witness the Mul- 
lanphy Fund of St. Louis, designed to assist 
Western migrants, a very worthy purpose in its 
day but now meaningless. 

Witness also the vast foundations being set up 
today, ostensibly for philanthropic purposes, but 
actually to evade inheritance taxes and to keep 


; a 


intact industrial and financial empires. Julius 
Rosenwald set a most wholesome precedent, but 
one that is honored more in the breach than in 
the observance. 
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Beyond the Army’s Competence 

The United States Army in Europe has im- 
posed a new and most unwise censorship on 
news. The American press has always loyally 
supported the right of the military to withhold 
certain information for reasons of security. The 
new regulations, however, authorize American 
officers to withhold from correspondents any 


and all news which they believe is “not of pub- | 


lic interest.” 

This directive, dated April 9 and promulgated 
last week, goes even farther than the postwar 
ban on news which might be considered offen- 
sive to any of our allies. That restriction cer- 
tainly lost all meaning when Gen. Clay began 
his ceunter-propaganda campaign — Operation 
Backtalk—against the Russians last year. . Now 
this rule is not only re-emphasized along with 
the security regulation, but a much more sweep- 
ing ban is imposed. 

If this is observed, it will mean that the people 
of the United States must count on the judg- 
ment of ‘some Army officer for what they may 
or may not know about a very critical part of 
the world. This runs flatly against that prin- 
ciple of freedom of information which is abso- 
lutely essential to the continued successful work- 
ing of a democracy. It means, in effect, that 
the American people will have to put implicit 
trust in their military, and that they will have 
to make decisions of the utmost importance in 
the dark. 

With all due respect for the competence of 
American military men in their specialized field, 
it must be argued that very few of them have 
the training and the broad background of ex- 
perience in matters of public policy which might 


‘warrant the discretion which they now have 


been ordered to exercise, Further, the new or- 
der is subject to the most seriqus abuse. Any 
mistake, fumble or even seandal on the part of 
American authorities in Europe could be effec- 
tively covered up. ~~ 

The order; in effect, imposes a military cen- 
sorship of the strictest sort. That is a Fascist 
technique pure and simple, and it should not be 
allowed to stand as a precedent. If the Army 
can go this far,in time of peace, what limits 
could be imposed on it in time of war? 
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Spoils and Atomic Energy 


If President Truman will renominate the 
Atomic Energy commissioners for only 11 months, 
maybe the Senate would confirm them. So say 
two Senators described as “key Republicans.” 

If Mr. Truman made the 11l-month appoint- 
merits, he would. violate the provisions of the 
Atomic Energy Act, which provide for staggered 
five-year terms. Hostile Senators could then 
complain that he was breaching the will of Con- 
gress as written in that law. 

If Mr. Truman accepted this offer, it would 
merely prolong uncertainty, since the present 
commissioners will automatically serve until suc- 
cessors are appointed. It would prolong the 
period during which the commission’s work would 
suffer hecause of fears among its staff that the 
five places were about to be filled with spoils- 
men or advocates of military control. 

If Senators insist on this scheme, or any other 
that defers the real decision to next year, they 
will be insisting that five jobs with a momentous 
new responsibility for the nation’s security are 
spoils for the Republican President they expect 
to see elected in November. 
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Wilbert J. Hohlt’s Duty 


The answers of State’s Attorney Wilbert J. 
Hohlt to questions about the delay in the trial 
of Centralia mine defendants Robert M. Medill 
and Robert Weir on charges of “palpable omis- 
sion of duty” are none too reassuring. 

Granted that Washington County has provided 
its State’s Attorney with a lot of work in recent 
months. Granted that he has been busy with 
grand juries. Granted that there has been a 
press of criminal business in Wayne County to 
which a change of venue from Washington Coun- 
ty was authorized. 

No’ case which State’s Attorney Hohlt has in 
Washington County compares in importance to 
the trial of these responsible state officials in 
the mine disaster. No case which has come up 
in Wayne County in the last nine months com- 
pares with this one in public interest. 

Mr. Hohit is in charge of this case. He is 
the people’s lawyer. His duty is to see that any 
persons who are guilty of violation of Illinois 
law pay the penalty. Any penalty they pay would 
be little enough when measured in terms of the 
death of 111 miners. 

The Centralia Coal Co. pleaded “‘no contest” 
and paid the maximum fine. That in itself should 
be a spur to Mr. Hohlt to get busy, to insist on 
prompt arguments on the defense motions to 
quash the indictments, to push hard for trial. 

As long as the present inaction continues, citi- 
zens of Illinois and all others who have followed 
this horrible case will have a strong suspicion 
that the prosecution is being stalled off on ac- 
count of the political ambitions of Gov. Dwight 
H, Green. 

Mr. Hohlt is the man to demonstrate if this 
is not so. The place for him to do it is in open 
court of law. The time is within the next month 
or so, not after the June convention or the No- 
vember election. 
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Expand Social Security ? 


Federal old-age and survivors’ insurance should 
be broadened to include nearly everyone and 
deepened to provide larger benefits, say Edward 
R. Stettinius Jr., Economist Sumner Schlichter 
and other members of an advisory group ap- 
pointed by the Senate Finance Committee. The 
feasibility of parts of their program needs search- 
ing inquiry, but the advisability of the general 
policy is clear. Social security is good for indi- 
viduals. It is popular. It maintains a stable 
flow of purchasing power which is one of the 
best weapons yet devised against depression. . 

More immediate than the exact content of an 
expanded Social Security Act, however, is the 
question whether this Congress is really inter- 
ested in welfare legislation. Talk of raising the 
minimum wage continues, but congressional ‘ad- 
journment draws near. For the second time, 
a comprehensive housing bill has been passed 
by the Senate but the House shows no eagerness 
to follow. Health bills, even the diluted Taft 
measure, are still in doubt. A committee of ad- 


. visers recommends an expansion of old-age in- 


surance, but this Congress has actually narrowed 
the present law by removing one class of work- 
ers from its benefits. 

It is fine that progressive measures continue 
to find friends in Congress, but the thing that 
counts is not good intentions but concrete per- 
formance.

To survive in a dangerous world, democ- 
racy must be efficient. A general move to 
improve American government is under way 
now at all levels. 


By 1947, some 800 cities had adopted the 

manager form of government, 125 of these 
in the last two years. 
Four states have re- 
cently revised their 
Constitutions, and one 
third of the states 
are now actively en- 
gaged in modernizing 
their charters, 


The Hoover com- 
mission is drawing 
new plans for the 
Executive side of the 
Federal Government. 
And for the Legisla- 
ture itself, the 1947 
act made a consider- 
able step forward. potert M. LaFollette Jr, 
But Congress needs 
some more streamlining. That is the con- 
clusion of experts who have measured the 
results of the hopeful, but incomplete, 1947 
LaFollette-Monroney Act. 


Dr. George Galloway, the expert who 
helped draft the 1947 act, is scheduled to 
testify shortly before a Senate committee 
on further reforms. It is true the act 
cut down many overlapping committees, 
raised congressional pay, reduced the bur- 
den of detail and red tape. 


Legislative Budget Fiasco 


But the proposed “legislative budget,” to 
which great hopes were pinned, was a fail- 
ure; the gap between White House and Con- 
gress hasn't beon bridged; the lack of party 
responsibility still makes it difficult for the 
voter to know who to praise or blame. 


Here are some of the things Congress 
ought to do next in a blueprint of self- 
reform, if experts are to be believed. 


Sporadic inquiries by special committees 
should give way to more constant super- 
vision of law enforcement by regular stand- 
ing committees. Most “specials” just aren’t 
staffed and equipped adequately for a job 
and its follow-up, it is argued, 


Selection of committee chairmen is needed 
by some better method than seniority. Why 
should chairmanships go to Congressmen on 
the basis of their antique value rather than 
ability? 


If is ironical that Dr, Galloway comes 
back to the recommendations that cnair- 
manships should be picked by the majori- 
ty leaders in each House—all these years 
after George Norris’ successful revolt 
against “Cannonigm.” But, after all, if a 
party wins an election majority, why 


shouldn’t it have responsibility, 
better or worse? 


In line with strengthening committees, the 
strengthening of their staffs should be 
pushed forward. The 1947 act gave them an 
additional three well-paid staff experts. 
Some of them, it is believed, need more. 


Senators were given “administrative as- 
sistants” following the 1947 act, but House 
members haven't yet accepted this feature, 
Now a lot of Representatives want assist- 
ants, too, to handle constituents’ requests 
and departmental business.

A Buffer for Job-Hunters 


Then again, an office of personnel adviser 
might be established, to help conscientious 
Congressmen interview and appoint a host 
of employes. Congressmen would find this 
a wonderful foil against spoile-hungry con- 
stituents. 


To lessen the legislative-executive gap, it 
is proposed that the practice of periodic 
question periods for agency heads before 
committees be extended. Also, there should 
be more executive Haison offices at the 
Capitol. A regular joint legislative-execu- 
tive council should be established between 
the President's Cabinet and majority pol- 
icy committees of Senate and House, Inci- 
dentally, say the experts, Democrats and 
Republicans ought to strengthen their party 
policy committees, 


Dr. Galloway is pretty gloomy about the 
legislative budget. It was a terrible flop last 
year. If it is to be retained at all, he 
thinks, all sorts of supplementary evolu- 
tionary processes are needed in congres- 
sional fiscal procedure. 


Congress also ought to reduce its work 
load, It should cut down trivial details so 
as to center more attention on national 
and world issues. The District of Columbia, 
for example, ought to rule itself, instead of 
being ruled by Congress. And all private 
claims and immigration bills dealing with 
individual hardship cases, should be banned, 


Much Is At Stake 


Also, a whole lot of time can be saved by 
the simple device of installing electric vot- 
ing machines; the House wastes a month 
a year, it is estimated, just taking quorum 
calls which require 40 minutes each. 

The Senate, in turn, ought'to limit debate. 
Theoretically, cloture can be invoked, hut 
it has been done only four times in 30 years. 
Democracy is not served, but injured, by a 
senatorial filibuster. 

Should Congress try to make itself more 
efficient? A lot of anxious people think it 
is the last great hope of democracy.. Its 
shortcomings are points of attack for its 
worst enemies.

When a professional Yankee meets a pro- 
fessional Southerner, you might as well get 
ready for another battle in the War Be- 
tween the States. Nobody got killed in the 
latest engagement, but there was a lot of 
noise that pretty well simulated battlefield 
conditions. Now the Yankee has rung 
down his standard and handed over his 
sword to his opponent, who accepts the 
gesture with appropriate Southern chivalry. 


The whole thing started when Lieutenant 
Governor Arthur Coolidge of Massachusetts 
made a silly speech before some textile 
workers in the mill town of Lawrence, 
Mass. He made the welkin ring with ac- 
cusations that the South was “kidnaping” 
New England industry. His references to 
the South were unflattering and not espe- 
cially funny. ° 


Professional Southerners broke out in a 
rash of statements, some of which were as 
foolish and as meaningless as the charges 
of Mr. Coolidge. There was an unfortunate 
outcropping of references to moonlight and 
magnolia blossoms, to honeyed Southern 
voices and the soft strumming of banjos.

somehow became the official champion for 
the South, He let fly with some ripe old 
senatorial adjectives such as “scurrilous” 
in regard to the Coolidge statement, and 
challenged the New Englander to come to 
South Carolina to see its “beauties and 
advantages.” 

We had heard a great deal about the 
beauties of the South in this argument, and 
very little about the advantages. The ad- 
vantages furnish the whole point of the 
argument. It is not the lure of magnolias 
or of beaten biscuits that has drawn North- 
ern industry to the South, nor has the 
blight of Southern Claghorns or of hook- 
worm kept them away. 

The whole story lies in the presence of 
raw materials in the South. Factories have 
moved to states where their source of sup- 
ply is immediately at hand. For many 
years the North held back this natural 
movement by the device of freight rates 
rigged against Southern industry, but that 
road -block was finally moved aside. Not 
all the perfumes of Mississippi cape jas- 
mine nor the blasts of Congressman Rankin 
can now affect an inevitable economic 
trend.

Methods of 
Diagnosing 
Stomach IIIs

N addition to the physical ex- 
amination there are various 
methods of examining the stom- 
ach to determine whether a dis- 
ease is present, and if so the 
nature of it. The contents of the 
stomach may be withdrawn 


‘through a tube and analyzed. 


This analysis may be performed 
before or after various drugs have 
been injected in the body to de- 
termine degrees of stomach se- 
cretion. X-ray examination of the 
stomach is most valuable in di- 
agnosis. To all these important 
studies has been added one other, 
known ag gastroscopy. This means 
that a tube is passed directly into 
the stomach through the mouth, 
and makes direct visualization of 
the stomach walls possible. This 
is proving a valuable adjunct in 
diagnosing stomach diseases,

IT IS POSSIBLE that the liga- 
ments which support this joint 
may either stretch or tear, 
blood and fluid may accumulate 
within the area. The sciatic 
nerve, the largest nerve in the 
body, leaves the spinal cord from 
this area on its way down to the 


legs. This nerve may be irritated — 


or inflamed along with the pro- 
cess, and pain may radiate down 
one or both legs and be both an- 
noying and sore. Along with this 
strain there is usually difficulty 
in bending forward, associated 
with pain, especially when one 
presses this area. The strain is 


. usually on one side, but may be 


on both. If on one side the patient 
usually tilts to relieve the spasm 
on the affected side, and gets re- 
lief from the pain. 

The treatment will vary. Focal 
infections may. have to he re- 
moved. A search for associated 
diseases should be made. The 
pain may be relieved by strap- 
ping the back and often a brace 
is nece .

EVERAL years ago one of the

Buyers Say Current Prices for Imported Wild Animals Are: at an All-Time Peak

ONKEY business is big busi- 
ress today. The furry little 
pet with the ugly mug sits 

atop the inflationary spiral—a good 
400 per cent higher than he was 
before the war. 

Zoo keepers, jumpy as house- 
wives over the high cost of living, 
say they're paying 50 to 75 per 
cent more for wild animals and— 
in the case of the rhesus monkey, 
most common of z00 exhibits— 
they’re paying five times the old 
price. 

The wizen-faced little fellows, 
prewar, sold for $5 to $6 apiece. 
Today they bring between $25 and 


$35 each, and they*¥e not a whit | 
better looking. Prices, zoo keep- 


ers say, are at an all-time peak, 

In addition to paying 50 to 75 
per cent more for other animals, 
buyers have seen the feeding costs 
jump a conservative 11 per cent. 
This is the estimate of Lee Cran- 
dall, general curator of the Bronx 

one of the largest in the 
world. 

Two companies, Louis Ruhe, Ine, 
(“world's leading animal and bird 
importers”), and Elias 8, Ward 
(“world’s biggest animal trader”) 
are the country’s leading import- 
ers of wildlife.

Moth Control. 


'VE been hard at work on Aa 
] zadget called “A Neuclar Fision 

Moth Eliminator” but something 
appears to have gohe wrong be- 
cause it doesn’t scem to bother 
the moths one way or the other. 
So, for this year anyway, you'll 
just have to use some of those 
old moth prevention remedies. 


As a matter of fact, it’s not the 
moths that eat up clothing, it’s 
the young moths that are worms. 
This is splitting hairs, we know, 
but if is true. 

Moth control can be divided 
into three steps.'(A) Getting the 
moths eggs and larvae out of the 
clothes. (B) Storing the clothes 
in moth free containers and (C) 
keeping the containers moth proof 
for the duration of the warm 
weather, 

Moth eggs and larvae can be 
taken care of by dry cleaning, 
washing, spraying the garment 


with a commercial moth killer or | 


hanging the garment in the sun 
and giving it a good brushing. 
After this has been done the 
articles can be stored in garment 
bags, trunks or closets. Trunks 
and closets must be made tight 
and given some sort of treatment 
to remove any eggs, moths, or 
whatnot that might be around. 
This can be done with a DDT 
bomb or by placing moth crystals 
(paradichlorobenzine) over each 
layer of clothes in the trunk, 
Closets can be sprayed with the 
bomb or containers of moth crys- 
tals hung at the top. Garment

(Dummy 
discarded the club deuce on the 
fourth round of hearts.) East had 
been shown to hold six spades, 
and he probably had no more 
than four clubs. He had dis 
carded two clubs; if. he had the 
queen, it would show up on the 
second lead from dummy; or, 
since South would. play the king 
on this tri in any event, the 
queen might. drop from West. But 
even though neither of these con- 
tingencies developed, the second 
club lead would have as good a 
result, because it would force East 
to make a fatal discard. If he 
let go another spade, South could
